the debt of this State. And shall a whole 
people, almost a nation, be tempted to do a 
dishonest, or at least a dishonorable action 
rather than undertake to pay, with all the time 
‘they may require for doing it, as much asa 
third part of the liſe- earnings of one man? 
There are thousands of men in this State, any 


one of whom believes himself almost a match- 


for the great fur trader, and real estate holder. 
Our mountains are full of quartz leads. Mills 
will soon range along the streams, or be perch- 
ed on the shelving mountain-sides by hundreds 
or thousands. A few mills would grina out 
this amount in a half dozen years. A smal! 
tax would do it. This is our period of depres- 
sion. In our isolation the westward-rollirg 
wave of immigration falls short. of reaching 
our distant coast. But soon the desert will be 
bridged, and, the way once opened, multitudes 


shall come to share the advantages here offered. 


When a bighway has been effeeted, the next 


immigration to this State shall be more mar- 


velous, even, than the rash which occurred 
when the first surprise of gold took the world 


dy storm. It is only the interest upon this 
debt that we are required to 


; sometihng 
about fifty thousand dollars d year; less than 
twenty-five cents a year to each person in the 
State. For the small sam of twenty-five cents 
a year, a citizen of California talk of repudia- 
ting |—he had better sell himself for two bits 
first. We know that it is a larger amount 
than this upon each tax-payer, and we know 
and feel how cruelly the tax-payers of the 
State have been ground to the dust by the 
harpies in public places. Let epithets be piled 
on them, aod scorn accumulate against them. 
They are lean as the harpy brood, for thrift is 
not with such. And poor as they are in me 
ney, they are more wretchedly poor in respect 
to any public esteem. We know how every 
interest, and every industrious class have suf- 
fered in this State, cursed of politicians. Yet 

let not this discourage us from putting our 

shoulders to a burthen which we cannot hon- 

orably decline. The good name of the State 

has been maintained in spite of political cor. | 
ruption, because it was believed that the 

masses of the people were true. 

In point of pecuniary advantage, we do not 
hesitate to say, it would be bad policy and a 
losing operation to repudiate. If the State 
sets out, as it will, in earnest, to pay this debt 
and maintain its honor, it has a strong motive 
impelling to economy and watchfalness in fu- 
ture. Sbould the State rob its creditors, ite 
officers might well, and would presume on the 
moral laxness which that fact should indicate, 
to rob the State of just so much again. The 
only fear resting upon the officials of a State 
as we have abundantly proved, is imposed by 
a high public sentiment. That sentiment can- 
not be supposed to exist when a State will dé- 
liberately wrong its creditors, for no other 
reason then that it bas suffered from another 
party—its own agents ; and when those credi- 
tors had received no notice that is sufficient 
either in law or equity, to absolve us from re 
sponsibility conceruing the acts of the aceredi 
ted agents of the State. Again, as a simple 
means of inducing a valuable immigration, it 
-would be cheaper to pay this debt than to re- 
pudiate. We may call the act by some spe- 
cious name, such as refusing to acknowledge 
the lawless acts of our legislators, but abroad 
it is REPUDIATION ; just that in Roman letters. 
And none can deny that that name would keep 
away more men from the State than the fact 
of a ten million debt would do, and those too, 
of the very kind of people whom we most want 
to have come here. It would keep away more 
capital every five years than would suffice to 
pay the debt, and more nerve, and bone, and 
sinew, that would work it out of our hills and 
our grain fields, than the debt amounts to, a 
hundred fold. Immigration—a great body of 
men to roll in their strength upon us is all 
we want to make this a land of surpassing 
wealth. And the very way to prevent that 
tidal current of brawn and muscle, of intelli- 
gence and virtue, is to repudiate. Say we will 


not pay what is justly due to the creditors of 


a great State. * 

And we are not so independent of the good 
will of the States; on the contrary, we are 
most dependent upon it. Without national 


roads, withont a railioad, we cannot attain the 


desired population, for a quarter of a centary. 
Tube country is kindly disposed towards 
California. The people of the States have 


watched our unparalleled history, and they 


kave by one common voice demasded 


govera-

This extract is enough to recall the whole 
statement to the minds of the readears of the 
Pacific. And probably many of them romem- 
bered it when the news of the assagsination of 
P. P. Pratt, by Mr. M Lane whose wife he had 
seduced to Mormonism, was brought by the 
last eastern mail. A terrible retribution has 
come, and came speedily in this instance, but 
the point to which we wish here to direct at- 
tention is this : 

A family hindered from going to their usual 
place of worship by bad weather, “chanced 
| to step in on Sundayto hear a Mormon mission- 
ary from Utah !” 

Hence all this sorrow! this destruction of a 
once peaceful home! and this bloody revenge! 

Was it then a little thing for that family to 
turn in on that Sunday, to hear doctrines |’ 
which they knew beforehand to be false, and 
to countenance a system which they knew to 
be corrupt? Was it a little thing in them to 
devote one Sunday to the gratifying of curios- 
ity? Most people would have said 80 at the 
time, but here is an instance in which we are 
taught that it was not so! It was the act 
that sealed the doom of a whole family! And 
results not less terrible, follow similar causes 
in thousands of instances, that never come to 
light in this world. 

It is fool-hardy to trifle with one's eternal 
destiny, or temporal welfare, by going in the 
way of error. Many do it, especially in this 
city, foolishly confidant that it wont hurt 
them! But the truth is, that their very sense 
of security makes them the more exposed. It 
is seldom that the facts of a case all come be- 
fore the public in which there is a warning so 
direct against the common folly of being heed- 
less of what we hear. W. 


General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, (O. 8.) 

This assembly of the Old School branch of 
the Presbyterian Church, convened at Lexing 
ton, Kentucky, May 21st. 
was in attendance, ataong whom appeared Mr. 
Breckenridge, vice-President of the United 
States. The sermon was preached by Dr. 
Hoge, of Columbus, Ohio. Rev. Dr. Van Rens 
salaer, of Philadelphia, was chosen Moderator. 
The report of the Committee on Domestic Mis- 
sions, set forth that the number of missionaries 
in commission is590. Aud the appropriations 
made to them during the year ending March 
Ist, amounted to $87,194 17. The report of 
the Board of Foreign Missions showed that the 
receipts for the year had been $207,464 47. 
The Publication board presented an encourag- 
ing report. The total number of copies of old 
and new publications issued duriog the year, 
has been 802,500 copies, being an increase over 
last year of 212,250 copies. 

The Assembly decided to close correspond- 
ence with the New England Associations at 
New Orleans was chosen as the 
place of meeting for the next General Assembly 


The Committee have entered upon a very 
thorough plan for the wise application of the 
funds of the Church, in aiding such as require 
assistance in their preparation for the ministry. 

The debate upon slavery was in the highest 
degree interesting and important. The Chair- 
man of the Committee on Bills and Overtures, 
Rev. Dr. Allen, of Cincinnati, read before the 
Assembly a report, re-affirming the expressed 
views of previous General Assemblies. upon 
the sabject, and adding more explicit declara- 
tions, declaring an unqualified disapproval and 
condemnation of the sentiments expressed in a 
memorial from the Lexington Presbytery— 
South ; in which it is stated that a number of 
their ministers and church members hold slaves, 
believing it to be “ right,” without adding any 
limitation or qualification to the expression. 
The report also condemns the idea that slavery 
is right, as held by some in this sense, viz ; 

“That it stands in all respects upon the 


‘game basis with the natural relations which 


the Almighty has established, such as those of 
parent and child and husband and wife, that of 
consequence it is a desirable system of itself 
and ought to be perpetuated. * * 1 
ad “ When the Almighty establishes re- 
lations which are in avy degree irrespousible 
to human authority, such as those of husband 
and wife, and parent and child, he guards them 
by an affection so tender, that the erring is 
generally on the side of over-indulgence, rather 
than rigidness. In this affection of the has- 
band and father, the wife and child have a 
safe-guard which is much more effeetual than 
any which human law could give. Not so 
with the relation of Autocrat in the State, or 
Master in a private life. The subject and ser- 
vant need the protection of law, a law which 
will recognize every right of humanity. This 
Assembly can never consent to the idea that 


under the teachi of our Redeemer, and the 


increasing light of the Holy Spirit's influence, 
Slavery ought to be perpetual. Such opinions 
are contrary ulike to the Revalation of God, 
and the moral sense of Christendom.” 

The report expresses sympathy with those 
brethren of the South who hold, | 

“That the of Slavery is eminently 
undesirable, fraught with many evils: that 
the relation is to be continued no longer than 
the best interests of both master and siave im- 
peratively require it; that good citizens should 
labor earnestly and constantly for a system of 
emancipation in the State, and individual 
Christians should seek to be delivered from all 
connection with Slavery as soon as possible. 


The Apostles never taught that Slavery was 
on a level with the natural relations; they never 
countenaneed the idear that it t to be per- 
petuated: but they bore with it for the time; 
they inculcated principles which led to its re- 
moval and wh ch were calculated to raise ser 
vants by the power of faith, knowledge and 
holiness to a fitness to exercise all the functions 
of freemen; they exhorted masters to give to 
their servants that whichis just and equal ; 
they endeavored to fill the heart of the master 
with tender sympathy, so that he should desire 
and seek emancipation ard effect it as soon as 
possible,” 

The debate upon this report was character · 
ized by an excellent spirit and decided ability. 

A substitute was offered for the above re. 
port in the form of a resolution by which the 
Assembly, in the exercise of its power of re- 
proving, warning, and bearing testimony 
against error in doctrine, of immorality in 
practice in any church, Presbytery or Synod, 
calls on the Presbytery of Lexington South, 
to review and rectify their position, and in case 
the Presbytery shall neglect to comply with 
the request, the Synod of Mississippi are di- 
reeted to take cognizance of the case at the 
earliest opportunity. 

Pending the debate upon the report, and 
upon the substitute, a number of the Southern 
brethren presented to the Assembly a paper 
defining the position of the Southern Churches. 
They say: 

“We do not believe that the system of Ameri- 
precisely, in ali respects upon the same footi 
with the family relation—with that of husband 
and wife—parent and child.

Our report of the Assembly reaches down 
only to Saturday, May 30th, at which date 
no action had been taken in the final disposi- 
tion of this subject. 

The terms of correspondence with other 
ecclesiastical bodies was a subject also to be 
disposed of, of considerable interest ; the ques- 
tion arising in connection with the refusal of 
the Association of Rhode Island to correspond 
on account of the supposed short-coming of 
the General Assembly with reference to the 
question of slavery. 

Chicago was chosen as the place of meeting 
for the next General Assembly. 

Of particular interest to California was the 
statement in a report of the Committee on the 
Church Erection Fund, of a correspondence, 
by which it was hoped that the funds to be ap. 
propiated in this State, would soon be available. 


Also the Committee on the Polity of the grea 


Church, recommend, that the rquest from the 
Presbytery of San Francisco for the division 


of that Presbytery, and erection of a new Synod 1 
be granted; that the Rev. Silas S. Harmon 


Columbia, Sonora, Placerville and Marysville, 
be constituted into a new Presbytery, to be 
called the Presbytery of Sierra Nevada ; and 
that the first meeting be held at Sacramento, 


on the 6th of October, 1857.

“The Leg- 
islature shall not, in any manner, create any 
debt or debts, liability or liabilities, which 


shall singly, or in the aggregate, with any 
previous debt or liabilities, exceed the sum of 


three hundred thousand dollars, except in 
case of war, to repel invasion, or suppress in- 
surrection ; unless the same shall be authoriz- 
ed by some law for some single object or work, 
to be distinetly specified therein.“ It is obvi 
ons, from this, that the framers of the Censti- 
tation considered it necessary to limit the 
Legislatare to a specified amount, which they 


‘| deemed sufficient to defray the necessary ex- 
‘| penses of a good government ; lest they might 


become prodigal in their expenditures, and so 
involve the State in debt, to her injury and 


| discredit. And who does not now perceive 


that it was a wise precaution, and that it 
would have been to our interest aod credit, 
had those ia authority strictly adhered to its 
provisions? The framers of that instrament 
foresaw, however, that there might contingen- 
cies arise, which woald reoder it necessary to 
create a debt exceeding the specified amount, 
for which they have wisely provided. The 
country might be invaded by a hostile foe, or 
there might be domestic insurrection, which 
would render it necessary to levy a military 
force, adequate to the emergency. All this 
has been provided for. There is still another 
case for which provision is made, and that is, 
the contracting of a debt for “some single 
object or work,” which must, prior to its crea- 
tion, be submitted to the people for their ap- 
proval; and unless a majority of the legal 
voters shall vote in favor of the measure, it 
cannot become alaw. Thus, we see the Con- 
stitution has made all needful provision for the 
general welfare, but has neglected to make 
any provision for replenishing the coffers of 
gamblers, out of the public Treasary, which 
some of our officials seem to think a very 
great omission ; since they are supplying the 
defect by asubstitute of their own. It is sup- 
posed the clause of the Constitution, on 
which the late act of the Legislature is based, 
whereby they propose to legalize an unconsti- 
tutional debt, is that which relates to some 
single object or work,” which none can fail to 


see, was intended ſor the prospective benefitjof 


the State. For instance: if the Legislature 
supposed it would be to the interest of the 


State to build a railroad from some point of 


great commercial importance, to intersect a 
like road from the Atlantic States, they are 
authorized by the Constitution to contract a 
debt for that purpose, provided the people shall 


Arat approve the measure. Here would bea 


“ singie object, or work,” which would have 
for its object, the future benefit of the State. 


Bat, will any one presume to say that the 


debt which is sought to be legalized by this 
Act, is urged on the people for their adop- 
tion, in view of some great benefit hereafter 
to be derived from its expenditare, in the con- 
struction of a railroad or other useful im- 
provement? No one will have the impudence 
to affirm it. All know. that it is net designed 
to benefit the people, but to injure them for 
the benefit of the bond-holders. Neither is it 
a new debt, as they would feign make us be- 
lieve, in order to bring it within the provis- 
ions of the Constitution; but the same old 
“swindle,” yamped over aud brought up in a 
new form for the purpose of evading the Con. 
stitution, and deceiving the people. It is the 
same old bogus coin, melted over, but not re- 
fined, still retaining all its original dross and 
alloy; yet purporting to come fresh from the 
Mint, and although its baseness is visible at a 
glance, yet we suppose the Supreme Court is 


ready to pronounce ita genuine article, the 


very “simon pare,” and worthy of universal 
acceptance. Whether the people have such an 
itching propensity to be caught, as to swal- 
low this bait when the hook is so prominent in 
view, remains to be seen.
